Eastleigh  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Southampton  Cor- 
poration Water  Works  and  I am  indebted  to  J,  Hawksley  Esq,, 
B.Sc,,  M,Inst,C,E,,  (’Water  'Works  Engineer  and  Manager)  for 
the  following  information, 

■’This  y/atcr  suppler  is  derived  principally  from  wells 
in  the  upper  chalk  at  Otterbourne  and  Twyford,  in  addition 
to  which  a small  quantity  of  water  is  now  p-umped  from  the 
River  Itchen  at  Otterbourne,  to  augment  the  supplies  from, 
the  Y/clls,  All  water  is  sterilised  at  the  pumping  stationa 
before  being  delivered  to  the  service  reservoirs,  and  water 
derived  from  the  River  Itchen  is  subjected  to  careful  treat- 
ment by  moans  of  sedimentation  and  filtration  in  modern 
purification  plant. 

Under  peace  conditions  the  supply  was  softened  at 
the  pumping  stations,  but  since  the  outbreak  of  war  it  has 
been  necessary  to  suspend  the  process  of  softening.  The

two  in  respect  of  restaurants  and,  one  in  respect  of  waste 
land , 

Investigation  showed  that  rat  infestation  occurs  chieflgr 
in  blocks  of  premises  including  one  or  more  food  shops  ivhen 
it  appears  that  the  rats  use  the  food  shops  as  feeding  centres 
and  adjoining  houses  as  dormitories.  This  position  is 
aggravated  in  this  district  to  a great  extent  by  the  existence 
of  terrace  property,  the  partition  walls  of  which,  do  not 
extendi  up  to  roof  level,  thereby  giving  easy  access  to  the 
rats  to  the  whole  block. 

In  all  cases,  advice  was  given  to  the  occupiers  and 
leaflets  and  pamphlets  issued,  by  the  Ministry  of  Pood  on  this 
matter  detailing  suitable  baits  and  methods  of  eradication 
were  left  with  householders,

Forty-throe  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during 
the  year,  an  increase  of  two  compared  v/ith  forty-one  cases 
notified  in  1941,  Thirty -nine  cases  were  admitted  to  tho 
Isolation  Hospital,  and  four  cases  wore  treated  at  homo.

Seven  cases  Y/cro  notified  in 
Docom.ber,  six  in  October,  tv/o  in  each  of  the  months  of 
August  and  April  and  ono  in  each  of  tho  months  of  February, 
March  and  May,  No  cases  were  notified  in  Juno  or  July, 
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5,  Diplithorla 


No  cases  of  Diphtheria  wore  notifiod  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  under  review.  At  the  31st  December  2,367 
children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years  and  2,600 
children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years  had  been 
immunised, 

6 . Erysipelas , 

Twelve  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  during  the 
year,  of  Yjhich  five  were  adraitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
the  remainder  being  home  cases.  This  is  an  increase  of  nine 
comp3.rod  v/ith  three  cases  notified  in  1941. 

7 • OpT-thalmia  Neonatorum, 

Eleven  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  v/ere  notified  to 
the  Department  during  the  year;  two  in  February,  one  in  each 
of  the  months  of  April,  May_,  June,  July,  August,  November 
and  December,  and  two  in  October,  One  case  onl* *'  was  admitted 
to  hospital,  the  remainder  being  treated  at  homo. 

Acute •poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  during  the  year, 
9,  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

Five  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  during 
the  year.  One  case  occurred  in  a Nursing  Homo,  and  the 
remainder  wore  home  cases, 

10,  Pneumonia , 

Seven  cases  of  Pneumonia  occurred  during,  the  year,  all 
of  which  were  treated  at  homo.  This  is  a decrease  of  ten 
on  a total  of  17  cases  notified  to  this  Department  in  1941, 

11,  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 


Three  notifications  of  cases  of  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever 
were  received  during 'the  year.  Two  of  those  wore  in  respect 
of  members  of  H,  M.  Forces, 

12,  Examination  of  Bacteriological  Specimens,
